should be in deadly conflict with 
true Christianity, or even a rival

tion. to any form of dogmatic 
Christianity, will not share this dif- 
eficulty, unless indeed latitudes al- 
ter cases.

system, rather than a _ religion? 
Listen to one of its authoritative 
exponents—Dr. Fort Newton, late 
Unitarian Minister of the London 
, City Temple: “Masonry is not a 
religion, but it is Religion (my 
'itaktes), a worship in which all 
_good men may unite”}—the “good 
“men” being Unitarians, Hindus, 
Jews, nominal Christians, Moslems, 
~ ‘Theosophists, etc. For a Christian, 
then, to be a Freemason is “to be 
‘ unequally yoked together with un- 
believers,” a thing expressly for-

Alas, 
how many, like Bunyan’'s boatman, 
are looking to the Heavenly City, 
and rowing the other way! “I am 
the Way,” saith the Lord, “no man 
cometh unto the Father but by 
Me” (John 14:6). 


Relationship to Christianity 

Freemasonry utterly repudiates 
the exclusive claims of Christianity. 
“It is well,” writes W. L. Wilms— 
hurst, “for a man to be born in a 
church, buf*ferrible for him to die in 
one” (my italics). Paul, on the 
contrary, wrote to Timothy: “Con- 
tinue thou in the things that thou 
hast learned and:hast been assured 
of ... and that from a child thov 
fast known the Holy Scriptugges 
which are able to make thee wise 
unto salvation through faith which 
is in Christ Jesus” (2 Tim. 3:14, 
15). Contrast this with furthér 
words of the same author: 
work of the Church ends, where 
the knowledge of God begiiis”! An- 
other, a professed Christian minis- 
ter, writes: “All candidates, Chris- 
tian or otherwise, come to us in a 
state of darkness.” Nay, rather, 
they come to “a state of darkness,” 


Social Advantages 


In the article on “Freemasonry” 
in the Encyclopaedia Britannica— 
a dry-as-dust enumeration of the 
foundation of lodges, a_ saying 
“nothing with a deal of skill’—one 
sentence stands out: “For many 
years the craft has been conducted 
without respect to class, color, 
caste or creed.”’ To the uninitiated 
this sounds well. The philanthropy 
of the Society then overflows to 
the wide world without distinction. 
Nothing is further from the truth. 
You must enter it to benefit by its 
advantages, and you pay dearly. 
But that commercial and social ad- 
vantages do accrue to members is 
a fact held out as a lure to possible 
candidates. In many houses of 
business in London, it is “consid- 
ered advantageous for business 
purposes to imsist on the higher 
employees being Masons.” 


Anti-Scriptural 


“Masonry” professes to be the 
essence of all creeds. She certainly 
jealously..guards the essential fea- 
tures of all human creeds, viz.,; the 
denial of the need of atonement by 
the blood of Christ, and the claim 
to salvation by self-effort. Man is 
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his own Saviour, and no one else 
is. How~different is the testimony 
of thé Bible! No salvation by 
works! No salvation in any other 
but Christ! (Eph. 2:9; Acts 4:12). 
In fact, though the Bible rests 


oon among her symbols, ‘Freemasonry 
‘| contradicts it to her votaries, It is 


true that a special Bible is present- 
ed to candidates at their initiation, 
but what is on its first page? “The 
Masons’ Charge — testifying ‘to 
what the Craft really stands for: 
Masonry encourages each man to 
be steadfast in the faith his heart 
loves best” (my italics); thus in 
one -sentence. setting aside the nec- 
essity of conversion, the evangeli- 
zation of the world and the unique- 
ness of Christ and His work, Is it 
not true that any Mason who pre- 
tends that Masonry can be harm- 
onized with Christianity is violat- 
ing the constitution he has sworn 
to accept? 


Freemasonry, viewed doctrinally, 
is Theosophy. But someone may 
interject, does it not speak of God, 
Christ, the Bible, etc.? Yes, like 
Theosophy, it is heavily camou- 
flaged with scriptural expressions, 
but used in an unscriptural sense. 
Without doubt in general its vo- 
cables are the same, but the god 
of Masonry at any rate is alto- 


~| gether other than the God of the 


Bible. He is a composite deity— 
Jehovah, Baal and On, or Osiris, 
rolled into one,, under the initials 
J. B. O.* Novitiates are kept in 
ignorance of this; they hear the 
descriptive title, “the Divine Ar- 
chitect,” and imagine that it is the 
God of the Bible who is meant. 
Whereas, if Freemasonry be true, 
the very idol that Jezebel set up 
in defiance of Jehovah, and On— 
one of those gods of Egypt, against 
which Jehovah “executed judg- 
ment’”—share the Godhead with 
Him, Was it for nothing He gave 
the commandment, “Thou _ sha!t 
have none other. gods beside Me” 
(Exod. 20:3); and said, “My glory 
will I not give to another, neither 
My praise to graven images” (Isa. 
42:8)? “Christ,” too is on the lips 
of the Mason, but only in a list 
of heathen and mythical .heroes— 
Buddha, Vishnu, Baldur, Osiris, 
Adonis, etc.;-all on the same plane, 
and “but. different. labels of the 
same idea.” A-niche has always 
been. offered to Christ in “the 
world’s pantheon,” but He claims 
the Throne: “Other foundation can 
no mari.lay.than that is laid which 
is Jesus Christ;” “There is none 
other mame under~ heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be 
saved.”’ Christ “in all things must 
have the pre-eminence” (1 Cor. 3: 
11; Acts 4:12; Col. 1:18). 

The Bible, according to the Ma- 
sonic theory, is only one chapter 
of a great volume, comprising the 
Vedas, Koran, etc., all equally 
God's Word. 

Probably much that is going on 
today in the Indian and other*Mis- 
sion fields among professed Chris- 
tian teachers who are pressing for 
an amalgamation of Christianity 
with all that is best if’ Hinduism, 
etc., may be influenced by the. fact 
that these men, though probably 
not all Masons by initiation, have 
drunk deeply into the spirit of the 
Craft, and are carrying out its 
exact program of combining “the 
best elements in all religions” to 
form the Universal Religion. That 
this will prove to be the religion 
of the Antichrist that is to come, 
I have little doubt. But the Truth 
of God will prevail: 


*“Lest we should offend,” ‘we 
will not go further and divulge the 
great secret of Masonry—the divine 
name, which no Mason may pro- 
nounce by himself, but which is 
sufficiently widely known outside 
the Craft.

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Get Your Heart Over

The best Sunday school teacher I ever had deserves that 
title because he was my Sunday school teacher seven days 
a week, He taught us on.Sunday morning in a crowded room 
filled with growing and active boys, but the lesson he taught 
grew not only out of his study of God’s Word in preparation 
for his teaching, but also out of his study of us in the days of 


the week preceding. 


His little office was our gather- 
ing place from Sunday to Sunday. 
He was interested in each of us 
and always had time in the busiest 
of days to give us a word of coun- 
sel and to let us know he cared 
about us and the things that were 
close to our hearts. 

He really put his heart into his 
teaching, and as a result something 
came from his heart to ours that 
we needed and that Ted many a 
boy to Christ and the Christian way 
of life. The lesson in living he was, 
as well as the lessons he taught 
from God's Word, and with it all, 
his concern for others has stayed 
with me ever since, and I am sure 
with others of those boys he loved 
and led. 

Through the years I have watch- 
ed other teachers succeed in build- 
ing strong and’ growing Sunday 
school classes because they put 
their hearts into their work seven 
days a week. have seen other 
teachers get meager results and 
seen classes dwindle and fail. 

Sometimes the teacher was an 
able Bible scholar, but the classes 
dwindled because the only time the 
pupils ever saw or heard from the 
teacher was in that hour on ‘Sun- 
day morning. That hour is su- 
premely important, to be sure. It 
is the time for constructive Bible 
teaching and for relating the truths 
of the gospel to the needs of every- 
day life. 

Such an hour, fraught with such 
possibilities, deserves the best study 
and attention that any teacher can 
give. No teacher ought to hold 
lightly the privilege of teaching the 
way of salvation and the truth of 
the gospel to any class, however 
small. 

However, if the teaching is to be 
effective and if the class is to grow, 
just putting your heart into the 
Sunday morning. lesson is not 


jenough. Births, deaths, graduations, 


weddings, times of joy and sor- 
row, little successes and miserable 
failures in the lives of the pupils 
or their loved ones all call for care 
and concern on the part of the 
teacher. 

A telephone call, a note, a per- 
sonal word in these great hours of 
life bind the teacher and the class 
together as nothing else can do. 

We all like to be missed. The 
teacher who does not care nor fol- 
low up those who are absent and 
find out the reason for the absence 
ought not to be surprised if pupils 
fail to return. The teacher who 
cares is the teacher who has a 
chance to teach. 


The teacher who does not care 
will not have a chance to teach 
very long either because there ‘will 
be no one there to teach, or, if 
there are some who are present in 
body, they will not be there in 
spirit because there has been no 
bond of love growing through the 
weeks, The love flows from heart 
to heart- and provides a channel 
for the lesson as it is taught, 


It is important, too, that the 
teacher have an overflowing heart 
and a growing mind. One of our 
great preachers rightly says, “It is 


rr 


the overflowing cup that has some- 
thing to give to another in need.” 
The teacher should know and love 
the Word of God and should seek 
every possible aid in understanding 
the truths of the Bible and relatinz 
them to the needs of those he is 
trying to teach. 

Jesus got His heart over when he 
wanted His disciples to learn the 
lesson of humwWity. Up to that time 
the-disciples had failed to under- 
stand the mission of Jesus and the 
nature of the kingdom that He had 
come to establish. 


Jesus had foretold His passion, 
teaching the disciples as little chil- 
dren, and the substance of His 
teaching had been, “The Son of 
man is delivered into the hands of 
men, and they shall kill him; and 
after that he is»killed, he shall 
rise the third day. But they under- 
stood not that saying” (Mark 9: 
31,32). 

As they moved on to Capernaum, 
they argued among themselves as 
to who should be the greatest. 
Jesus called them together to teach 
them that “if any man desire to be 
first, the same shall be last of all, 
and servant of all, And he took 
a child, and set him in the midst 
of fhem: and when’ he had taken 
him in his arms, he said unto them, 
Whosoever shall receive one of such 
children in my name, receiveth me: 
and whosoever shall receive me, re- 
ceiveth not me, but him that sent 
me” (Mark 9:35-37). 


Just as truly, a good teacher 
must know the lives, the needs, the 
concerns, and the problems of those 
he is trying to teach. Only as these 
two factors are present can suc- 
cessful teaching be done; that is, 
the truths of the gospel must be 
brought to those who feel their 
need of help by one who knows 
both the truths and the needs. 


Put your heart into it and out 
of your heart will come a blessing 
to others. “Keep thy hedrt with all 
diligence; for out of it are the is- 
sues of life” (Prov. 4:23). 


As you face the needs of others 
with the truths that are eternal, 
you will find for yourself the trut 
that Jesus, the master Teacher, 
knew when He said, “Whosoever 
drinketh of the water that I shall 
give him shall never thirst; but 
the water» that I shall give him 
shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life”

The 
proposition, however, which the 
brother submitted was so vague 
and obscure and pointless that 
I did not feel that I should take 
some of God’s money to help a 
cause that I did not Clearly 
understand. 


I have dealt with the Chris- 
tians in this nation-.for many 
years; and I have found that 
normal, intelligent Christians 
are willing to help a Christian 
cause when they understand 
clearly how the money they in- | 
vest is going to be used. I do| 
not think that the average 
Christian is stingy and little 
and selfish and mean. I think 
many of us._don’t know where 
to invest the money God has 
given us. Now, 1 have tried to 
be fair with you friends to 
whom we have been appealing.

is nothing more serious than 
handling God’s money. I as- 
sure you Christians that 50 pe:

will be used for just one pur- 
pose and that is to help young 
people get an education in Bob 
Jones University so they can 
go out into the world as Chris- 
tian Jeaders, and the other ha’!

My son, Bob, the 
president, has a heavy burden. 
I have pretty heavy burdens, 
especially in my emphasis on 
missions and in my evangelistic 
emphasis during the next few 
months. Please pray for ws. 
Pray for Bob Jones University 
as you have never prayed be- 
fore in your lives.

like a wall on each side of the 
children of Israel so that they 
went through the midst of the 
sea. But how exceeding wonder- 
ful it is that He dried up the mud 
as well as ‘tthe water! He “made 
the sea DRY LAND,” “the chil- 
dren of Israel went.into the midst 
of the sea upon the DRY 
GROUND,” and again, “‘the chil- 
dren of Israel walked upon DRY 
LAND in the midst of the sea” 
(Ex. 14:21, 22, 29). 

Again: when the same nation 
Israel ecnessed the Jordan: River 
(at fleed tide, mind you), “the 
priests that bare the ark of the 


~covenant of the Lord stood firm 


ON DRY GROUND in the midst 
of Jordan, and all the Israelites 
passed over ON DRY GROUND” 
(Joshua 3:17). 

And when Elijah wrapped his 
mantle together and smote the 
waters of the Jordan, then he and 
“went over on DRY 


How blessed that the God who 


‘can stop the waters of Jordan 


can stop them at flood tide just 


as easily, and the Ged who can 


hold back the water can dry up 
the. mud. Man's ability is limited; 
God's is not. The God who can 
attend: to the water can attend 
to the: mud just as well while He 
is at it. And the next time you 
ask God to open a river Jordan 
for you, then remember it will 
mot honor Him for you to wade 
through mud with fret and anxiety 
as if you had a limited God. He is 
an exceeding abundantly able God. 


When the children of Israel 
marched around Jericho, it was 
marvelous that the walls fell down 
at the shout and the blowing of 
the ram’s horn on the seventh 
day. If there had been one hole in 
the wall big enough for the peo- 
ple to get through to attack the 

and frightened _in- 
habitants, that would have been 
glorious. That is probably what 
Joshua would have asked for. 
But instead, the walls of the whole 
city fell down; and they not only 
fell down, “they fell down FLAT, 
so that the people went up in- 
to the city, every man straight 
before him” (Joshua 6:20). I sug- 
gest that the next time you have 
a wall you need to go over, don’t 
be timid in your asking. If God 
can throw down one stone of it, 
He can throw down the whole 
wall flat so you can walk over it. 


Elijah on Mount Carmel pre- 
pared a bullock and challenged 
the prophets of Baal that they 
should serve the God who would 
answer by fire. Baal did not ans- 
wer the cries of his four hundred 
and fifty prophets, but the Lord 
— answered prayer. Elijah had 
said: 


“Fill four barrels with water, 
and pour it on the burnt-sacrifice, 
and on the wood. 

“And he said, Do it the second 
time. And they did it the second 


. time. And he said, Do it the third 


time. And they did it the third 
time. 

“And the water ran round about 
the altar; and he filled the trench 
also with water” (I Kings 18:33- 
35.). 


If God can start a fire at all, 
He can do it with wet wood just 
as easily as with dry! And He 
can set wood on fire that has 


been soaked three times just as, 
easily as if it were slightly damp. 
Elijah prayed for the Lerd to 
burn the sacrifice, and He did, 
with fire from Heaven. That was 
a wonderful miracle, but God did 
exceeding abundantly above any- 
thing Elijah could ask or think. 


“Then the fire of the Lord fell 
and consumed the burnt-sacrifice, 
and the wood, and the stones, and 
the dust, and licked up the water 
that was in the trench” (I Kings 
18:38). 

Any God who can send fire 
from Heaven can burn wet wood 
as well as a fat bullock, can burn 
up stones as well as wood, can 
burn up dust as well as stones, 
and can lick up the water in the 
trench all around! No wonder the 
people, when they saw that hole 
in the ground. with a little ash 
in it, fell on their faces and cried, 
“The Lord, he is the God; the 


LLerd, he is the God.” The next 


time you need fire from ‘Heaven, 
why not let the Lord burn up 
everything that needs burning 
while He is at it? God has more 
fire than any man can use, and 
He is more willing to send it than 
any man is to ask for it. 

A certain preacher’s widow 
struggled alomg in the days of 
Elisha trying her best to make 
ends meet. I suppose she didn’t 
mind the wretched poverty, the 
want, the hunger that was hers. 
But her husband had left debts, 
and when~’the creditors came to 
take away her two boys to be 
slaves, her poor heart was broken 
entirely! In her extremity she 
went to the man of God and told 
her need. If only in some way 
her sons could be spared from 
slavery and kept by their moth- 
er’s side, the poverty would not 
be so bad. God’s prophet Elisha 
told her to go borrow vessels 
abroad of all her neighbors. Be- 
hind closed doors she was to pour 
out of her one little pot of oil. 
She did, and the vessels were 
full, every one; the oil could hard- 
ly be stopped from flowing when 
the vessels were full! When she 
came /rejoicing to tell the man of 
God, he said, “Go, sell the oil, and 
pay thy debt, and live thou and 
thy children of the rest” (I 
Kings 4:7). Notice, she had money 
to pay the debt, but still more 
—she had money for both her sons 
and herself to live on! And if 
she did not live in luxury, it was 
all her own fault, not God’s for 
He told her to borrow vessels not 
a few, and she had oil tto spare 
When the last one was filled -to 
the brim. God gave more than 
she could think of or ask for. That 
is the giving of the exceeding 
abundantly able God! 

If you ever ask God to give 
you the oil to pay a heart-break- 
ing debt and save you from dis- 
aster, then be sure to furnish 
enough vessels so He can give you 
something to live on beyond dire 
need. Any Christian who ever has 
a dealing with the exceeding 
abundantly able God ought to 
claim something more than the 
day’s needs. He ought to have 
a rich heritage all his days, be- 
sides. A God who can make oil out 
of nothing can make more oil to fill 
other vessels if you furnish the 
vessels. And He is no poorer and 
no less willing when He fills the 
last vessel than when He filled the 


first! How exceeding abundantly 
able! 


When five thousand men (be- 
side women and children) fol- 
lowed Jesus in the wilderness, they 
were starving. If He should send 
them Jhome they might faint by 
the way! The troubled disciples 
decided that if they had “two 
hundred pennyworth of bread” 
it would hardly be enough for 
each one to have a little, though 
in our purchasing value it would 
be several hundred dollars’ worth. 
How far Jesus went beyond that 
inadequate amount, which was all 
the disciples could eonceive of 
getting, ‘and more than they 
dared ask! He fed the five thou- 


sand men and all the women and. 
children, fed them till they were | 
“filled.” Then He made more, and

How superlative were all the 
works of Jesus! How far above our 
little asking or thinking is His 


giving! When* he made wine, He

When He had the waterpots filled 
with water to make the wine, He 
had them filled “to the brim” 
(John 2:1-10). In raging waves 
the disciples asked Jesus to save 
them lest they perish. But when 
Jesus stopped the storm, the 
danger not only passed, but “‘there 
was a great calm.” 

The dying thief asked humbly 
that in the far distant time, when 
Jesus should come to His kingdom, 
He would remember the thief, 
No doubt he dared hope for no 
more than that mercy would 
grant him a second chance to re- 
live and atone for a wasted, ruined 
life. But the Saviour instead gave 
him salvation just then, and that 
very day carried him into the 
paradise of God!

Brother Re- 
veal is a great man of prayer 
and reaiiy gets things from God. 
He said, in his prayer, “Lord, 
You have been with us twenty- 
three years; 8,400 nights we have 
been open and never closed a 
night, Lord!” Then he mentioned 
the souls saved, people fed, the 
buildings God had provided, the 
record of the, years, and Said, 
“Lord, how wonderful it will be 
if You will just let us run another 
twenty-three years for You, stay 
open another 8,400 nights and 
days; that will make—’”; but 
when he began to try to figure 


out how many souls that would 
make saved, how much work 
would be done if it were all dou- 
bled, he floundered, and finally 
told the Lord, “You figure it out 
for Yourself!” and closed his 
prayer! Well, I laughed in my 
heart, but how it has blessed me 
since to remember, that only God 
Himself can figure out. the full 
fruits of our feeble ministry, and 
the blessed rewards He will give! 
His doing and His giving is so 
“exceeding abundantly above all 
that we ask or think”. that we 
must let~Him figure it out for 
Himself. 


A woman gave a prophet a little 
cake: it was the very last she 
had in a time of famine. But in 
return she got food in plenty till 
all the famine was past (I Kings 
17:8-16). How God pays! A widow 
put in two tiny mites in the of- 
fering—less than a penny to us 
—and won.immortal fame (Luke 
21:1-4). In a Wesleyan chapel in 
London an ignorant layman told 
of the snake on a pole and Said, 
“Look! look! any man can look!” 
He didn’t know-that night that he 
‘won Spurgeon, who became the 
mightiest preacher of the cen- 
tury. 

An obscure Sunday-school teach- 
er spent twenty or thirty minutes 
in a shoe shop winning his pupil 
to Christ. But in that thirty min- 
utes he assured the salvation of 
a million souls, for the boy was 
D. L. Moody! How God pays! 


Once I tried my best to win a 
young man to Christ. He grew 
up in a nominally Catholic home, 
had never even seen a Bible and 
never heard a gospel sermon be- 
fore that night. He could hardly 


believe it was true. He. insisted 


on more time to consider. But 
when I spent fifty cents to buy 
him a bed -that winter night, he 
broke down and said to me, “It 
must be true! I won't wait to 
see. I will trust Him now!” My! 
my! when I have been in Heaven 
a million years, I will still be 
getting dividends on that fifty 
cents that won a soul! 


I walked down the aisle in a 
big revival service, laid my hand 
on the. shoulder of a stranger man 
and said, “Are you a Christian?” 
Jie shook his head. “Then yop 
ought to be ashamed of yourself,” 
I said, and walked on. Two years 
later he met me, a happy Chris- 
tian, and told how that one sen- 
tence -broke his heart and led 
him to Christ. 


We have an exceéding abund- 
antly able God. Is there anything 
too hard for Him? Remember His 
invitation: “Open thy mouth wide, 
and I will fill it” (Psa. 81:10). 


And, dear, troubled sinner, if 
your sins are as black as the pit 
of Heil and as wide as the ocean, 
and as high as the Himalaya 
mountains, and your life as dreary 
a waste as the Sahara 
God has grace to save. “Where sin 
abounded, grace did much more 
abound” (Rom. 5:20). His power 
for revivals is greater than the 
coldness of human hearts. His 
gospel is stronger than. the re- 
sistance of sinners. His love never 
fails. Oh, today, I beg you, claim 
the unwasting fullness of the ex- 
ceeding abundantly able God! °
